scene of so much lawlessness and 
violence as has been common in 
many sections of our state for the 
last decade. 

Shocking and murderous as has 
been the condition, among the 
“feudits” of some of the southern 
and eastern counties, it has been 
comparatively harmless as compared 
with the state of terror and intim- 
idation to say nothing of arson, 
and murder committed, in the large 
areas devoted chiefly to tobacco 
culture. Literacy; the power to 
read and write, and perform the 
function of business life is not 
solely ihe end of education, and no 
individual or community, can be 
said to be educated, till they have 
learned what are the rights, and 
priviliges and duties of citizenship 
and been taught to observe and 
respect them. 

It cannot be presumed that 
“night riders”, and mobs are 
composed wholly of illiterate per- 
sons nor is it true that the sole 
cause of crime is the result of 
illiteracy, but be that as it may, 
the communities that foster and 
perpetuate such wide spread, dis- 
regard for law, and its pioper 
enforcement, utterly fail to come 
up to the standard of enlightened 
Christian civilization. 

Where churches and schools are 
not* 1 regarded as the chief means, 
for the best ends of civil govern- 
ment. conclusive alike to the safety 
and welfare of person and property 
it may be said that there, the 
standard of citizenship is low, and 
requires only a slight disturbance 
to foment, a mob, “night riders” 
or a “Ku Klux Klan”. 

Were it not for the milita of Ky.
